WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 
(AP)—Queen Elizabeth II of 
Britain started a royal whirl 
around Washington today on a 
cultural note and eight minutes 
behind schedule. 

The young British monarch 
was late for the first time in 
her North American visit as 
she left the White House for 
the National Gallery of Art. 
She drove there through a 
steady morning rain to inspect 
a part of the collections of re- 
nowned paintings and sculp- 


tural pieces—including a spe-| 


cial collection of the work of 
William Blake, a British paint- 
er, engraver and poet. 

The Blake exhibition was ar- 
ranged especially in honor of 
the Queen's visit and in mem- 
ory of the 200th anniversary 
of Blake's birth. 

There was no official ex- 
planation of the Queen's late 
start at the time but her press 
representative, Comdr. R. Col- 
ville, was asked about it a bit 
later. 

“Well.” said Colville, “she 
wasn't ready. It's a woman's 
prerogative.” 

Glamour in the Afternoon. 

This was culture, benevol- 
ence and science day for the 
charming 31-year-old Queen 
and her husband, Prince Philip, 
on their state visit to this 
country, with a glittering event 
of high society glamour after | 
noon. | 
It was a swift change of 
pace from their arrival day 
yesterday when the accent was 
on British-American and free 
world unity. 

While Elizabeth was at the 
Art Gallery Philip stayed at 
the White House and received 
from President Eisenhower a 
National Geographic Society 
gold medal. 

The award was for his bring- 
ing “to millions a better under- 
standing of our planet and its 
peoples.” It was given mainly 
in recognition of Philip's 40,- 
000-mile round-the-world trip 
which took him to many far 
outposts of the British Empire 
last year. The Prince has long 
had a keen interest in scien- 
tific matters. 

The ceremony was carried 
out in the White House Cabi- 
net room.

preparation.

on the East Side. . | 
Survey’s, Purpose. | 

Purpose of the survey was 
to uncover areas suitable for 
future industrial use.

In a letter to West 
European Socialists this 
week Khrushchev said Syr- 
ian emigrants in Turkey 
planned to form a govern- 
ment in exile. 

3. After they topple Syria's 
present rulers “something 
will happen—and if it does 
not happen it will be made 
to happen — of which ‘the 
Soviet Union or elements 
favorable to the Soviet Union 
will be accused.”

cent of the entire known oil 
reserve of the whole world; 
the Dahrein field on the island 
of Bahrein; the Qatar field on 
the peninsula of Qatar, jut- 
ting off the Arabian coast; 
offshore drillings of promise 
which are going on along the 
Trucial coast and now in Mus- 
cat and Oman some promising 
drilling both inland in the 
center of the country and 
south in the region of Dhofar. 
Over virtually all of the Per- 
sian gulf coast from the bor- 
der of Iraq all the way round 
to the mouth of the gulf, and 
then south and west all the way 
to Aden at the tip of the Red 
sea. the British hold political 
swav by virtue of a series of 
Nggpteenth Century treaties by 
wich piracy, the slave trade 
and Arab tribal warfare were 
curbed and some peace and or- 
der brought to the area. 
Future Forecast in Revolt. 
In the year. since the Suez 
war. the revolt of the Imam of 
Oman against the Sultan of 


Muscat and Oman has forecast | 


the future in this part of the 
world: A dissident ruling fac- 
tion financed by outside money 
and inspired and egged on by 
the propaganda machine of 
Cairo. with the smell of an oil 
discovery in the air, rises up 
to challenge the ruler to whom 
Britain is pledged by decades 
of treaty support. 

There are a flock of these 
British treaties in the Persian 
guif—and since any time now 
it may be necessary for news- 
paper readers to acquaint 
themselves with one of these 
obscure locations, here Is a list 
of these states running from 
west to east: Kuwait, Bahrein, 
Qatar, Abu, Dhabi, Dubai, 
Sharjah, Ajman, Um al Qai- 
wain, Ras al Khaiman, Fujai- 
rah. and Muscat and Oman. 

They range from. the fabu- 
lously oil-rich state of Kuwait 
to the tiny sheikhdom of 
Aiman which is about three or 
four miles of Persian gulf 
coastline extending perhaps 20 
miles inland. Muscat is com- 
pletely independent, allied to 
Britain by treaty, but. in the 
rest Britain is responsible for 
foreign affairs while internal 
affairs are left almost entirely 
to the local rulers, except 
when there is trouble and out- 
side help is needed. — 

The net of this situation— 
which may have been all right 
in the leisurely days before oil 
changed the whole economy of 
the Middle East—is that the 
British are increasingly finding 
themselves taking the rap when 
things go wrong in the Persian 
gulf, but getting very little out 
of it when things g0 right. 

Not Immune to Pressure. 

Yet the area is far from im- 
mune to the pressure of Arab 
nationalism, as events in the 
Persian gulf at the time of the 
Suez crisis showed. 

In Kukait, a merchants’ boy- 
cott of British customers. Was 
orgamzed and a remarkably 
large volunteer fund for the 
victims of Port Said was col- 
lected. In Bahrein, there were 
demonstrations, strikes and 
riots for nearly. two weeks be- 
fore British troops managed to 
bring things under control. 

The rebellion of the Iman 
of Oman against the Sultan of 
Muscat falls into a slightly dif- 
ferent category, but it is never- 
theless a further demonstra- 
tion of the restlessness of the 
area. } 

For the British, the main 
question which must be an- 
swered is: “Must there be a 
change from the old nine- 
teenth-century pattern, and if 
so how should things change?” 

A number of ideas have been 
put forward since the Oman 
affair. One is to link Kuwait 
and possibly Bahrein with the 
Baghdad pact. Another is to 
negotiate a multilateral treaty 
by which Britain, Iraq,, Iran, 
Saudi Arabia and maybe the 
United States would all guar- 
antee the independence and 
sovereignty of the bigger of the 
Persian gulf states. 

Another is to “federate” the 
small Trucial coast states into 
one. Another is for Britain 
to renegotiate all these 
treaties so that her responsi- 
bilities are curtailed and more 
clearly defined. 

Change in British Thinking. 

In fact, judging from the 
conversations and pattern of 
recent events in the Persian 
gulf, it seems as if none of 
these things is likely to hap- 
pen. 


Instead, broadly speak- 


ing, the British appear to have 
come to the conclusion that the 
old nineteenth-century, treaties 
_can be adapted to the present 
Situation by simply changing 
the method by which they are 
applied. 

To a certain extent the 
process has already begun. The 
rulers of Kuwait and Bahrein 
are being encouraged to deal 
with purely Persian gulf af- 
fairs, 
Arab neighbors, on their own 
without Britain’s acting as a 
foreign affairs go-between. 

But the real difficulty which 
the British face in,the Persian 
gulf is the fact that they have 
not in their century and a 
quarter of paramountcy in this 
area really developed any kind 
of political society or any kind 
of governmental structure of 
framework or tradition. There 
is no one for the British to 
hand over control to in the 
Persian gulf except. elderly 
rulers whose families are 
squabbling about succession, 
and whose countries are alter- 
nately vastly wealthy with 
money poorly spent or vastly 
poor with no money to spend. 

Bahrein an Exception. 

Bahrein itself is an exception 
in that a good administrative

The ruler in Bahrein, 
as most of these rulers, rather 
enjoys the privilege of shelter- 
ing comfortably behind British 
rule, and the British 
are too inclined to feel that 
change is impossible because 
the present rulers don’t want it. 
Having been caught in Iran, 
in Egypt, in Jordan and nearly 
caught in Iraq in the last 10 
vears by the onrush of na- 
tionalism, the British genuinely 
want to avoid the same sort of 
crash in the Persian gulf 
There is no question, at least 
in this correspondent’s mind, 
of the willingness and readi- 
ness of the British to see a 
change in the political arrange- 
ments and responsibilities of 
these endless little charges. 
But there is some question 
as to whether the British will 
in fact go out and seek to an- 
ticipate and even speed up the 
change, or whether they will 
sit back and wait for a change 
to present itself or force it- 
self. To disengage skillfully be- 
fore Arab nationalism throws a 
fresh torch into Persian gulf 
oil will be a very tricky diplo- 
matic operation for the British.

Soviet Over-Confidence. 

That is the burden of the 
song which is, so to speak, one 
face of current Soviet behavior. 
The other face is the menacing 
over-confidence of the Soviet 
leaders, induced by their be- 
lief that the West is now very 
weak and the Soviet Union is | 
now very strong. This some- 
what exaggerated but under- 
Standable belief is the direct 
result of the Eisenhower Ad- | 
ministration’s long, complacent 
neglect of the world balance of 
power. 

Being realists, the Soviets 
regard the balance of power as 
the mainspring of history. See- 
ing the balance of power tilt- 
ing in their favor, they plan 
and expect to make great gains 
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over all, but it still has one reassuring aspect. This is 
extraordinarily 
open a new dialogue with the American leadership. 


In order to complete the 
task of impressing and sobering 
the Kremlin, it is also urgent 
to restore the vanished unit, 
of the western alliance, for the 
Strategic striking power of the 
United States still almost fully 
depends on overseas bases be- 
longing, not to us, but to our 
allies.

Mind and Money 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A Chicago psychoanalyst recently 
stated that the importance of estab- 
lishing a psychoanalytic institute in 
St. Louis cannot be overemphasized. 
I submit that it is being overempha- 
sized, a quarter of a million dollars 
worth. 

Among psychiatrists, who are 
physicians who specialize in the 
treatment of mental illness, only a 
vociferous minority (four in St. 
Louis) profess to be psychoanalysts. 


Along with the requisite assur- 
ance that they possess an ultimate 
knowledge and freedom of judg- 
ment denied to common men, the 
analysts have an elaborate mytho- 
logical dogma and a curious sort of 


‘ doctrinaire training program. The 


latter rather corresponds to requir- 

ing the student surgeon to submit 

himself to a trial evisceration and 

amputation. . 
. > - 

Every physician who aspires to 
take the psychoanalytic cloth must 
himself be a psychoanalytic patient 
at daily sessions for several years. 
This treatment-training is expen- 
Sive. Even when the physician 
patient is given a special rate the 
cost is $20 per hour, $5200 per year. 
(The ordinary patient has to pay 
up to $9000 or $10,000 per year.) 

Many doctors and administrative 
Officers of both St. Louis and 
Washington universities, have in- 
dorsed the proposed phychoanalytic 
institute. This, it must be added. 
is a most strange position for the 
leaders of the community of schol- 
ars which constitutes a university. 
It corresponds to a medical school 
pharmacology department farming 
out the training of graduate phar- 
macologists to the local druggists 
association. 

The fact that analysts generally 
segregate into institutes free of a 
university's academic discipfine is 
strong evidence of their incapacity 
to tolerate the criticism of their 
colleagues. A related fact is that 
few (none at either university) 
have been willing to accept the re- 
age financial stern of me full- 

university teacher and inves- 
tigator. 


The psychoanalytic institute seeks 
immediate community support for 
activities which, it is implied, will 
lead to better mental health in 
St. Louis. The analysts themselves 
confess that they can do practically 
nothing for serious mental illness, 
the psychoses, which are our great- 
est public health problem. 

In a few comparative studies 
that have been done in the less se- 
Tious psychoneuroses, psychoanaly- 
sis has not been shown to be any 
more effective than less fanciful 
methods of psychotherapy, or even 
ho treatment at all. 

It is not apparent how commu- 
nity méntal health is significantly 
improved by the fancy treatment 
of a few wealthy neurotics. 


As the United Fund demon- 
strates, no community drive for 
funds can be viewed validly in iso- 
lation, for the total amount avail- 
able for gifts is limited and all 
charitable causes are, in fact, com- 
petitive. In the mental health field 
alone we have great need for 
money to support adequate nursing 
care, more full-time hospital psy- 
chiatrists, and more physical fa- 
cilities for both inpatient and out- 
patient treatment. There is a dearth 
of funds to support both basic re- 
search into brain mechanisms and 
clinical psychiatric research. The 
greatest lack is the support for 
training of research personne!

The Unreal Crisis 

Despite the air of unreality that hangs. over 
the Syrian crisis, the United Nations must treat 
it Seriously afd treat it thoroughly. At the 
very least a commission of inquiry should be 
sent to the scene, charged to explore the whole 
situation within the broadest terms of reference. 
The commission ought to be dominated by re- 
sponsible neutrals without a direct stake in the 
Middle East, Its members should be completely 
independent of the United States, the Soviet 
Union, and thé Arab world. 

The air of uffreality arises from the fact that 
no informed observer appears to believe that 
war is a serious possibility. . The Atlantic alli- 
ance could not permit Turkey to attack if Tur- 
key wanted to. Neither is it reasonable to be- 
lieve that the Russians have so far taken leave 
of their senses as to risk activating NATO by 
an attack on.Turkey. 

; . \ > . . 

Yet American and Russian spokesmen are 
uttening pgly threats as if the situation were 
much nearer armed conflict than it seems to be. 
The discrepancy between these responses and 
the visible excuses for them is very wide. 

What is needed, as the British spokesman at 
the U.N. well said, is a little calmness and an 
end to “these alarums and excursions.” There 
is not likely to be an end so long as the national 
line-ups on each side continue to fire verbal 
barrages at each other. The General Assembly 
must step in. It is fortunate that both Russia 
and the United States are committed to this. We 
hope that the debate can be held within rational 
bounds and that the Assembly can conduct a 
judicious investigation rather than a propaganda 
duel. 

Quite possibly such an investigation might 
show that both the Soviet Union and the United 
States have been engaging in a proxy battle to 
control the government of Syria. If that is the 
fact, it may as well be brought into the open. 

* e ° 


The pro-Soviet Government now shakily in 
power shows signs of fearing a political coup 
carried out by refugees harbored on Turkish 
soil. Gromyko’s references to Guatemala tend 
to strerigthen this possibility. But if the United 
States and Turkey are behaving in a friendly 
way toward Syrian political elements now out 
of power, the Soviet Union has most strenuously 
thrown its own backing behind these elements 
that are momentarily in control. 


In other words, the alarums and excursions 
of “impending war” may be a screen behind 
which the two powers are conducting a skirmish 
in political warfare. If that is the fact it needs 
to be ventilated and deait with by an authority 
superior to either side. Only the U.N. can per- 
form that task. re 

It must be remembered that the United Na- 
tions Charter commits its members to avoid 
not only war but threats of war. When political 
conflict reaches the point’ where nations talk of 
war, even though they do not mean it, 
code of decent international behavior has been 
breached and the U.N. has a responsibility to 
restore order. 
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Brief Delay 


Mayor Tucker says a new meeting must be 
held on the revised riverfront plan a month 
from now, because the city, the National Park 
Service and the railroads all need more time for 
a detailed engineering and cost study.

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Technicians and the Cordiner Plan 

Few private businesses or enterprises could 
stand an annual turnover in personnel of 75 per 
cent. That is what the armed services are some- 
how enduring. It is a bleak picture and Maj. 
Gen. L. L. Davis, head of the Air Force Missile 
Development Center at Alamogordo, N.M. de- 
scribed it in detail here this week. 


There is no mystery about the situation. 
Vate industry simply drains off the most highly 
skilled technicians in the missiles and electron- 
ics fields by paying them 50 to 100.per cent 
more than they get in service. Gen. Davis’ said 
90 per cent of the trained lieutenants and 70 to 
80 per cent of their trained enlisted pergonnel 
left when their time was up. Obviously buch a 
turnover has a serious effect on techn 
programs of the services, 


The answer to this problem lies in finding a 
way to give the skilled military personnel an in- 
centive similar to that which industry offers. 
The Budget Bureau, the Defense Department 
and Congress bungled a proposal for just such 
a program. It was made by the Cordiner Com- 
mittee which studied the services’ personnel 
problems for a year. The committee found that 
officers and men most valuable in the handling 
of the new and highly complex weapons and 
equipment were badly underpaid while others 
were. overpaid under the present “Methuselah 
system” of rewarding for longevity of service. 

If the United States wants to keep abreast of 
any potential aggressor is it not necessary to 
maintain the quality of armed service personnel 
on a par with that of the new weapons systems? 
The Cordiner report should receive new atten- 
tion in the next session of Cengress.

pocketbooka at the expense of increasing mu- 
nicipal blight and decay. This ill-advised pro- 
gram has two aspects. 


First is a bill offered in behalf of the operas” 


tors by Alderman DeWitte T. Lawson, Nine- 
teenth Ward Democrat. The measure would 
seriously weaken the health, sanitary and safety 
requirements of the existing rooming house 
ordinance. 

If adopted it would bring an end to city li- 
censing and inspection of all establishments in 


which three or fewer rooms were rented—and : 
it would make no restrictions as to the number “ 


of persons crowded into them. It would pérnit 
the substitution of ropes for fire escapes—this 
was Alderman Lawson's personal contri 1 to 
the bilk-and it would reduce the numbe# of 


toilets and baths required per house. Equally — 


important, it would encourage the spread of 
illegal rooming houses everywhere. 

Rooming houses are legal in most of the area 
of Alderman Lawson's ward—an area bounded 
by Olive, Grand, North Market and Jefferson, 
How can he offer a bill that would jeopardize 
the very health and safety of his own con- 
stituents? 

The second aspect of the rooming house oper- 
ators’ program is of concern to every property 
owner in the city. According to Howard W. 
Frick, an atterney representing some of the 
operators, the aim is to help scuttle that part 
of the zoning ordinance which prohibits room- 
ing houses in many parts of the city. In effect 
the operators are trying both to legalize exist- 
ing illegal establishments and to open up single- 
family and two-family residential areas to this 
business. 

If rooming houses are permitted to spread to 
the city’s one- and two-family neighborhoods, 
there is not much use in talking brave words 
about fighting blight. Rooming bouses are not 
compatible with one- and two-family districts. 
When the rooming houses come in, the families 
move out—and the whole area starts down hill. 
If St. Louis is to retain its many fine family 
neighborhoods, the rooming houses will have to 
be kept where they belong. 

Rooming houses are legally permissible in 
some 15 per cent of the city’s residential area— 
in those districts zoned “C Residential.” This 
includes a substantial part of the central and 
west-central parts of the city. The burden of 
proof of the need for increasing the potential 
rooming héuse area rests with those who advo- 
cate change. So far they have produced no 
such evidence. 
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Crowded Quarters at Missouri U. 

The University of Missouri sets a new record 
every year for enroliment. The efforts of its 
president, “faculty and curators, occasionally 
aided by the State Legislature, are usually emetf- 
gency action taken to prevent the venerable 
institution from bursting at the seams.. This 
year the enrollment stands at 9904, an increase 
of 366 over last year. The additional students 
have resulted in overloading of dormitory facili- 
ties. And crowded classrooms have .betome 
more so. 

New buildings, except dormitories, are going 
up under the $75,000,000 capital improvements 
bond issue. The dormitories utilize some bord 
money but are largef¥ financed by profits from 
rentals and food service. And by next fall there 
will be dormitory space for another 1300 stu- 
dents: But-1958 will see the beginning of what 
is looked forward to all over the land as the 
“war baby flood.” 

President Elmer Ellis has warned that this 
flood of students is going to present a problem 
that will be hard for Missouri to solve even with 
the building program that now is under way. 
The old ramshackle temporary buildings cannot 
be dispensed with. They will still be needed. 


' Missouri’s problem is similar to that facing 
practically every other state university and 
many private institutions. The University of 
Minnesota, for instance, now enrolling 25,000 
students, fogesees 47,000 by 1970. 

The fact that the building program is under 
“way down at Columbia is no reason for any com- 
placenecy. If Missouri is going to keep a high 
evaluation on the mind of youth it is going to 
have to be prepared for some years to meet 
rising bills for education.

To Liberate Research 


Senator Humphrey of Minnesota has joined 
Senator Mansfield of Montana in urging a Man- 
hattan-project type of organization to take charge 
of missile development. It seems to us they 
have the better of the argument so far over

Senator Symington says that organizing a spe- 
cial, one-purpose crash program of missile devel- 
Opment would merely create more rivalry among 
the military services over which one would be 
given charge of the new missile system when it 
was developed. It is difficult to follow him 
there. Intense rivalry now exists between the 
services because each realizes that the one which 
controls présent research is likely to control fu- 
ture use of the weapons thus developed. This 
rivalry ought not to exist at all. But granting

that it does, strong steps should be taken to pre-. 


vent it from hampering research, as has been 
the case. 
The simplest and most effective way, to do 
that, surely, is to remove research from the com- 
petitive sphere by entrusting it to a super-agency 
ufider civilian control which draws talent from 
every service and every other source. Then 
even if the President continued to tolerate a 
service quarrel he should compose, at least the 
nation could hope that the quarrel would not 
further delay the development of new weapons. 
It is understandable that the Air Force, which 
dominates the missile program under the pres- 


ent system, should have little interest in a Man- 


hattan-type project. Senator Symington has long 
been recognized as an Air Force spokesman. But

The Dilemma in the Middle East Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Problem unfamiliar to Americans is how to arm Arab states 
safely against Soviet penetration when,their own nationalist 
ideas are so different from aims of the West; Arabs fear to 
be tools in struggle; ‘brinkmanship’ risky in British view. 


From The Economist, London 


The Western dilemma in the Middle 
East—long-standing for Britain, less 
familiar to Americans, but always in 
the offing for both—has been encoun- 
tered repeatedly in different forms 
since 1954: Can the Middle East 
states be safely and usefully armed 
against Soviet penetration when their 
own nationalist targets and social in- 
Clinations are so different from those 
of the West” 

This conundrum faced Britain dur- 
ing the Anglo-Egyptian negotiations in 
1984. when London turned down the 
Nasser proposal to arm the Arab col- 
lective security pact, preferring to 
stand on the Tripartite Declaration 
of 1950 and the policy of preventing 
an arms race between the Arabs and 
Israel. Thereafter came the Baghdad 
Pact, which by arming Iraq for rea- 
sons unconnected with Israel, punched 
a hole in the tripartite arms ban. 

Next, Egypt’s Czech arms deal 
turned the Declaration into a scrap 
of paper: the ‘conflict between the 
West's would-be embargo in the Pales- 
tine area and its concern to enlist 
more Arab countries in its anti-Rus- 
sian ranks was made apparent. The 
Suez expedition belongs to the same 
pattern, but was such an extravaganza 
that the Americans felt. bound to frus- 
trate it. 

The United States first played a 
part when American money helped’ 
King Hussein of Jordan to forestall a 
coup that would have produced what 
has happened in Syria. Recent events 
flow directly from that American ac- 
tion, with a difference: That ail 
thoughts of arms embargo are now 
‘dead, and the race that the West long 
refused to join is now in full ery and 
plain to see. ’ 


Moves and Counter-Moves 


What has not changed is the back- 
cloth —the preoccupation of most 
Arabs not with Russia but with Is 
rael—or the order in which the scenes 
oecur: a Russian deal, followed by a 
Western counter-move that is no doubt 
justifiable as an immediate riposte 
but fails to win Arab acceptance ex- 
cept among a minority of the old re- 
gime, followed, again, by Russian ex- 
ploitation the Western gesture, which 
is branded as imperialist and . reac- 
tionary. The West loses ground each 
time. could subtler Western states- 
manship alter this pattern” 

The method adopted by the United 
States to help Jordan has not the nec- 
essary stamp of subtlety. Indeed, it 
suggests @ wrong analysis of the job 
in hand. Mr. Dulles seemed to sense 
this for he began explaining that the 
situation was “not an emergency.” The 
Syrians therefore withheld their ap- 
peal to the United Nations against 
“American provocation.” But some 
damage had been done.

The game scheduled for to- 
morrow afternoon against 
Western Michigan at Kalama- 
zoo has been canceled. It was 
canceled late yesterday after- 
noon “by mutual agreement” 
with Western Michigan’s ath- 
letic department. 

It was a new experience to 
Carl Snavely. The Washing- 
ton coach has experienced 
most things in 42 years of 
coaching, but he can not re- 
call ever canceling a game. 
Such a thing can be a point 
of pride, like never missing 
a pay day at the boiler works, 
but Snavely, as fine a pro- 
fessional as the coaching busi- 
ness has, gave a good example 
of professional pride comple- 


{ menting an amateur athletic 
L program. 
: Counts His Running NOses. 
’ Snavely initiated the thought 
; to cancel the game. He made 
up a list of his traveling squad 
. yesterday afternoon. In the 
l morning, six boys were re- 
. ported ill. Shortly after the 


scheduled practice time of 4 
o'clock, 15 were reported ill. 
Snavely drew a red line be- 
neath the names of the ailing 
players on his 35-name list. He 
drew four more red lines, be- 
neath the names of those who 
were injured, and not likely 
to play much. 

He put a mark before the 
red-lined names that belonged 
to members of his starting 
team. He had 10 names marked. 
Snavely isn’t much of an artist, 
once past the wild lines of a 
diagrammed football play, but 
with a typed list and a red pen- 
cil he provided a good picture 
of what was on his mind. 

og he said in answer to 
a question, ‘I'm considering the 
advisability of canceling the 
game.’ 

Trainer Bruce Melin came 
into Snavely's office, looked at 
the list Snavely handed him, 
and waited. The coach started 
talking and Melin nodded and 
looked pleased, like a man 
hearing what he wanted to 


The 35-man traveling squad 
is the team with the Bears. 
They travel light in squad 
strength, home or away. There 
isn’t a freshman team to take 
the shock of week-day scrim- 
mages. Even if no fresh cases 
of flu occurred, the Bears 
would have limited service, or 
no service at all, from 15 men, 
and because four more were 
injured, it would put the bur- 
den of the game on 16 players. 
Since 10 starters were ailing, 
or hurt, it would mean that the 
lesser players would be work- 
ing against a hard-playing op- 
ponent. 

Rest, and Crossed Fingers. 

“Some boy is certain to get 
hurt,” Snavyely concluded, “and 
we also run the chance of going 
up there, and having more of 
them become ill, and not being 
able to play anyway. It’s too 
big a risk, and I think we 
should cancel. Do you thin 
the health service will go alon 
with us?” 

Melin said the university of- 
ficials would be delighted. All 
he needed was word from 
Snavely,.and Athletic Director 
Blair Gullion. Melin quickly 
spoke a plan for flu shots for 
the players, a weekend rest, 
and that fine old prescription, 
crossed fingers. He left to or- 
ganize the cure, or the preven- 


tion. 

“T don’t think it’s Asian flu,” 
Melin said, “It’s too light.” 

The Bears played Drake last 
week, when Drake was just 
coming down with the team 
flue epidemic that forced it to 
cancel this week's game.

Buying Home 
Good Hedge, 
Says Keyes 


Sound real estate investment 
—specifically home purchase— 
offers the best protection 
against possible inflation to 
families with modest or fixed 
incomes, Genneth S. Keyes, f 
income, Kenneth S. Keyes, 
Miami, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards, told the recent 
convention of the Iowa Real 
Estate Association. 

Keyes said that realtors have 
long known that the best sav- 
ings program for the average 
family is the making of month- 
ly payments on a home. 

He cited as an example of 


the nation's debt-free home 
ownership the Federal Reserve 
Board's estimate that fully one- 
half of all non-farm homes 
are debt free, and that the 
average debt of the remainder 
is only $5000. 

“In broad perspective, the 
present shortage of mortgage 
money derives from the nation- 


al policy of keeping a close 
checkrein on the supply of 
loanable funds,” Keyes ex- 


plained. He decried the fact 
that the housing industry 
seems to be the chief sufferer 
from a policy which does not 
affect all with equality. 

The NAREB president said 
that had the policy fallen -with 
equal severity on all segments 
of the economy, “the great 
housing industry would cheer- 
fully bear its share of the bur- 
den for the greater good.” He 
added however, that it is en- 
couraging to note that there is 
-a growing appreciation of the 
questionable way in which the 
tight money policy is being ap- 
plied. 

Though the mortgage money 
picture is not good at present, 
Keyes pointed out that as far 
as conventional financing is 
concerned, the overall picture 
indicated “no marked worsen- 
ing of the situation during the 
last six months.” 

He added that it was still 
too early to measure the im- 
pact of the Aug. 6 increase in 
the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration interest rate to 5% per 
cent 

Also discussed were several 
steps he feels need to be taken 
if home mortgages are to be 
made truly competitive in the 
market for money that is avail- 
able. 

One, he said, is 
that will give real estate in- 
vesitment trusts the same tax 
treatment as that now accorded 
to securily investment trusts 
“Time ran out on this proposal 
in the recently adjourned Con- 
gress, but it is encouraging to 
note that the idea has made

The New Films|

Poignant Drama 


N 


ICHOLAS MONSARRAT’S searing and cruelly ironic 
novel, “THE STORY OF ESTHER COSTELLO,” has 
been made into a strong and poignant British film 
drama, showing at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. Although 
Charles Kaufman's script and David 
Miller’s sensitive direction go into the 
depravity of the scheme in which some 
Promoters take over a beautiful deaf- 
mute-blind girl and make a charity racket 
out of her appearances, what comes 
through most strongly is the pathos of 
the girl herself, beautifully played by a 
newcomer, 21-year-old British actress Heather Sears. 


From the time the girl goes through a special school 
to learn hearing by’ touch and speaking by signs (done 
with absorbing, almost documentary clinical detail) she 
manages to be both radiant and heart-breaking at the same 
time. The scene where she finds that shock has restored 
her faculties after she has been assaulted by the charm- 
ing cad who is the husband of her sponsor, is tremendously 
moving. This is told honestly and straightforwardly 
enough so it never hints of the maudlin. 

The screenpiay follows Monsarrat’s story pretty close- 
ly about the discovery of Esther in squalor and helplessness 
in an Irish village by a wealthy Boston woman who takes 
pity on her and undertakes to educate and gare for her; 


and how a few innocent appearances of the girl and her 
sponsor are mushroomed into a giant racket by the woman’s 
estranged husband when he comes back to her and finds 
the appealing girl a gold mine for extracting donations 
from a gullible public through circusy promotion. However, 
the woman, played with authority and feeling by Joan 
Crawford, is put into a much more sympathetic light, as 
she never assents to the racket after the easy money 
overcomes her scruples, as she did in the book. Both she 
and the unscrupulous husband, made very persuasive by 
Rossano Brazzi, are disposed of at the end by a plot device 
which is not too effective. Denis O’Dea is a kindly an? 
wily priest, and Lee Patterson, Sidney James and Ron Ran- 
dell, all sporting fairly convincing American accents, play 
respectively, the young reporter in love with Esther, his 
managing editor, and the slick exploitation man who engi- 
neers the publicity buildup. 


Tale of a Torch Singer 


Susan Hayward started it in “I'll Cry Tomorrow.” 
Kim Novak took it up with “Jeanne Eagels.” Now we 
have Ann Blyth in “THE HELEN MORGAN STORY” at 
the ST. LOUIS, and by this time we're a little tired of 
A J. following alcoholic stage ladies down the 

> path to the gutter, especially when we 
know that Diana Barrymore's tale is 
coming next to endure. 

We can't sob any more over the black- 
haired singing star, Helen Morgan, going 
down the drain because one of her men 
was a heelish bootlegger who didn’t want 
lo marry her, and another, a rich socialite lawyer, was 
already married. But there's one thing this picture has. 
A lot of fine nostalgia. 


In its black and white photography, it vividly recap- 
tures an era, since labeled “the roaring twenties.” And it 


recreates, in the voice of Gogi Grant, who dubs in the 
songs for Ann Blyth, the Helen Morgan you can fondly 
recall, the singer of sad songs in a high, sweet voice of 
delicacy and infinite melancholy as she perched atop 
a piano. For she was the best of the torch singers, those 
wringers of alcoholic tears into watered Scotch in the 
mournful late hours of the smoky clubs and basement 
speaks. They provided the sentimental Filip for the 
raucous and hectic night life of the times. They had good 
sad-wise songs to sing then, too—and when Helen lingered 
over “My Bill,” or poured out her heart over “Can’t Keep 
Lovin’ That Man of Mine,” it got the customers where 
they lived. , 


Miss Blyth does a good acting job of the thrush, Paul 
Newman is believable as the bootlegger and Richard 
Carlson is properly stuffy as the attorney. But the songs 
are the things that make this worth while, when you get 
impatient with the romantic backings and fillings of the 
plot. 


Troubles in Young Suburbia 


“NO DOWN PAYMENT,” at the FOX, is a sort of 
“Grand Hotel” treatment of a typical modern suburban 
development in which the troubles and problems of four 
young married couples are intertwined. In this screenplay 
by Philip Yordan from the novel by John 
McPartland, none of the couples~ seems 
to be completely happy or satisfied. In 
one of the two stable households a young 
electrical engineer is nagged in a genteel 
way by his wife to become a salesman 
to make more money. In another, the 
wife wants her go-getter husband, a free- 
lance salesman of used cars, to take a steady job with a 
steady paycheck, but he pursues the will-o-the-wisp of big 
money and fortifies himself with the bottle. In another 
an ex-Marine hero can’t stand the humdrum existence of 
a filling station manager and longs to recapture some of 
his old glory as chief of police of the community; actually 
he is psychotic. In the fourth household the husband balks 
at sponsoring a Japanese-American he likes as a resident 
of the community, and, also, he won't go to church. 

Now, if the themes of either the hot-shot, blow-hard 


salesman or the psychotic ex-Marine had been deeply ex- 
amined and developed, they might have amounted to some- 
thing as dramatic material. Or the whole thing might 
have made a pleasant satiric comedy. As it is, the screen- 
play is terribly shallow in its development. When it tries 
to go into raw drama as the ex-Marine, in a fit of drunken- 
ness, rapes the housewife next door, it scarcely touches 
what should be the horror of the situation. The script 
seems incapable of handling it with any realism or shock. 
It finally lamely resolves the development by having the 
culprit accidentally killed, a poor way to wriggle out of 
a plot dilemma. 


Twentieth-Century Fox has promoted this as answer- 
ing the “public demand for fresh talent” with its eight 
principals. In the first place, Cameron Mitchell, who 
plays the ex-Marine, while an excellent actor of the seeth- 
ing type, is not exactly fresh, being quite a veteran. Joanne 
Woodward, as his wife, is one of the best young actresses 
to come up in many years. Tony Randall, who proved him- 
self an excellent new comedy talent in two pictures, is 
quite a character as the high-pressure salesman, but the 
script puts limitations on the role. Jeffrey Hunter, Barbara 
Rush and Sheree North have been around a while and have 
shown their abilities to be just average. Two fairly new 


people, Patricia Owens and Pat Hingle, may have promise, 
but they're not allowed to develop it here. 
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EVERAL years ago Rupert 

Hughes wrote a magazine 

piece titled “Where Are 
You, Tad Allerton?” (or some 
such name), in which he called 
up some wistful memories of 
Tad and of other fellow-stu- 
dents of his undergraduate 
days at the old St. Charles 
College. The college gave way, 
at the turn of the century, to 
the St. Charles Military Acad- 
emy, which lasted, rather dra- 
matically, until 1915. 


Now the cadets of the acad- 
emy are planning a reunion 
next month, and in their effort 
to reach survivors, they are 
echoing ‘the query of Hughes 
in a chain letter. 

Twelve graduates living in 
St. Louis and St. Charles have 
dug up a copy of the old 1907 
yearbook, “The Skirmisher,” 
in order to recall the names of 
their comrades. In some cases 
both given name and surname 
have come to light; but, with 
military formality, the book, in 
the main, lists only “Markham” 
or “Wheeler” or “MclIlhinney, 
G.” without the addresses. 
Here and there the nicknames 
appear: “Goo Goo” Givens; 
“Gimme” Quicksell; “Cotton” 
Gladding; but there the search 
has just begun. 

The chain letter runs down 
the old roster in alphabetical 
a Alcorn, .. 
Ashring, Alberty, and 
pleads with those who read it 
to dredge up given names and 
addresses from memory, and 
send a copy of the letter along. 

From about 100 men the re- 
union committee hopes to 
muster enough replies to in- 
sure a crowd of two or three 


« dozen when the gavel bangs 


down at the reunion dinner 
the Saturday after Thanksg'‘v- 
ing. Even if only a score of 
the old boys trickle back, the 
affair promises fun—sentimen- 
tal and hilarious—for the old 
military academy was some- 
thing of an institution, and its 
cadets made history of a kind. 

The old St. Charles College 
had enjoyed a certain dignity 
and distinction. In addition to 
Rupert Hughes, it had given 
to St. Louis a president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, plus 
three Federal judges. Estab- 
lished in 1827, it lasted until 
1902. Then the idea of a mil- 
itary academy was adopted, 
and the two buildings became 
the North Barracks and the 
South Barracks. And from 
throughout this area and from 
as far away as Oklahoma and 
the old Indian Territory fam- 
ilies sent their sons, some of 
them rather acute problems, 
on the hope and theory that a 
uniform and some _ military 
discipline might accomplish 
what home influence somehow 
was not achieving. 


From Virginia Military In- 
stitute came young Virginia 
gentlemen to teach and drill 
these western cadets, to in- 
culcate the principles of honor 
and reverence and chivalry in 
short, to give the place spit- 
and-polish. 

What happened was interest- 
ing. 

The age-old conflict between 
teacher and student found a 
small faculty of young grad- 
uates pitted against a cadet 
corps of spirited and imagina- 
tive adolescents, some of them, 
admittedly, too hot to handle 
at home. 

During the St. Louis World's 
Fair, the academy had a week 
of encampment on the exposi- 
tion grounds. There were drill 
demonstrations and there was 
guard duty. During leisure pe- 
riods the cadets took in the

fair. A little group, which to- 
day would be called a “hard 
core,” discovered alcohol on 
the grounds. Several of the 
boys took in the fair in lusty 
gulps. Never before nor since 
has Washington University’s 
Lee Hall, where these fledg- 
ling soldiers were quartered, 
seen such riotous living. 


Military school discipline, in 
those days, was more conspicu- 
ous than scientific. Offenders 
against order were assigned 
extra duty, consisting of hour 
upon hour marching, rifle-on- 
shoulder, between campus 
trees. The delinquency rate at 
S.C.M.A. was so high, and the 
punishment so sure, that the 
campus, after four in the after- 
noon, throbbed with the move- 
ment of penitent sentries. The 
lawn was criss-crossed with 
diagonal paths, where no grass 
had a chance to grow. 


Each delinquent had his own 
post, assigned to him in early 
autumn, and patroled zealously 
and jealously throughout the 
school year. No other cadet 
would have thought of ‘en- 
croaching. . 


“Delinquency tours,” as these 
terms of punishment were 
called, were measured in hours, 
and chronic offenders who 
found it impossible to conform 
with all the regulations com- 
piled so many hours of extra 
duty that they never caught up. 
At commencement time, they 
were simply paroled, some ow- 
ing society as many as 100 
hours of extra duty. 


Punishable offenses included 
all the peccadilloes that facul- 
ties have noted and codified 
down through the educational 
ages, plus such novel devia- 
tions as the cadet corps, indi- 
vidually and collectively, could 
think up. One winter morning 
in 1906 dawned quite normally. 
Then it was discovered that the 
chapel pianist was indisposed, 
and a volunteer was called for. 
A bright young fellow, with 
an excellent student record 
(“Where Are You, W.R. Knap- 
penberger?”) was pushed for- 
ward by a coterie of conspira- 
tors. 

When a familiar old hymn 
was announced, an incredulous 
student body stood transfixed 
as the substitute accompanist 
beat out the opening bars in 
syncopated rhythm. Antic pan- 
demonium followed as the lusty 
voices joined in. It is believed 
to be the first time in the his- 
tory of hymnology that the 
stately “Holy Holy, Holy” was 


ever rendered in rag time. 

It required but half a stanza 
for the presiding faculty officer 
to detect the sacrilege. No 
pianist, before or since, has 
made the transition from bench 
to banishment with such celer- 
ity. Within four minutes the 
hapless Knappenberger had a 
rifle on his shoulder and was 
measuring the turfless distance 
between two campus oaks. 


Even in those early days the 
cadets of S.C.M.A. had learned 
to “work the angles.” On Feb- 
ruary 14, 1908, some of the 
more influential students com- 
posed and circulated a petition. 
This particular date, they 
pointed out in faultless rhe- 
toric, was distinguished in le- 
gend, and it seemed fitting and 
proper that the faculty and stu- 
dent body of St. Charles Mili- 
tary Academy should celebrate 
the birthday of St. Valentine 
with a holiday. The document 
was presented immediately 
after morning chapel services. 
A sympathetic young faculty, 
its own members susceptible to 
the languor of midwinter, and 
noting, too, that the furnace 
was experiencing its perodic 
respiratory difficulty, met in 
solemn session, and com- 
promised by granting a half 
holiday — classes dismissed at 
noon. 


+ * * 

F one field of endeavor 

marked that old school more 

than another, that field was 
athletics. Many of the cadets 
were Indians, fleet of foot and 
endowed with supple muscles. 
Farm communities supplied 
other material for the football 
and baseball teams. And at 
S.C.M.A. everybody played— 
just everybody. 

The boys were taught to play 
fair, clean football. The school 
operated under the honor sys- 
tem, and the non-cheating code 
was rigorously observed. 

The curriculum was well- 
rounded, and it met each year 
the standards demanded by 
colleges and universites as 
pre-requisite to college en- 


trance. The Latin courses, | 
taught by the president 
of the school, were stiff 


ones. The mathematics curricu- 
lum included calculus.and an- 
alytical geometry. In the field 
of the humanities there was a 
class in “Elements of Moral 
Philosophy.”

Steam Radiator Air Valves. 

OUR average steam heat- 
Y ing system is a pretty sim- 

ple affair. Water in the 
boiler is heated so that steam 
forms. The steam generates a 
little pressure and this forces 
the steam through the pipes 
into the radiators. 

The only complicated thing 
about the whole system is to 
get the air out of the radiator 
so that the steam can enter. If 
the air doesn’t get out, then 
there won't be any room for 
the steam. 

Allowing the air to get out 
of the radiator is the work of 
the little air valve. This de- 
vice is so designed that when 
the steam starts coming into 
the radiator the small amount 
of pressure behind it is enough 
to open the air valve so that 
the air can escape. The valve 
remains open until the steam 
reaches it and then it closes 
so that the steam won't es- 
cape. 

If the air valve is stuck or 
not working it may: not open 
up to allow the air to escape. 
In this instance the radiator 
won't get hot. It may get just 
warm and it may not even get 
warm. Sometimes you Man fix 
matters by cleaning the valve. 
Take it off the radiator and 
soak it in white gasoline for 
15 minutes or so. Swish it 
around in the gasoline and 
then let it dry. Put it back on 
the radiator and see if air 
comes out of it when the steam 
comes up. If it still doesn’t 
work, toss it out and buy a 
new one. 

When an air valve becomes 
very old it won't close itself 
when it comes in contact with 
the steam. This allows steam 
to escape into the room which 
can damage the finish on walls 
and floors and also add to the 
moisture content of the air 
in the room. The remedy for 
this one is a new air valve. 

If you have some steam 
radiators that heat too quickly 
while others in the house heat 
more slowly, you can balance 
the system by installing ad- 
justable air valves.
